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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue 
of NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recently developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significantly applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections.The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study as opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historic Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical tide abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, 
Italian or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation 
into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also 
be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is writ¬ 
ten in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, lull name 
of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant tides are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these tides. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only. 


NOTE TO CONTRIBUTING EDITORS 

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie¬ 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15 
November of the preceding year; abstracts for the September issue should 
be received no later than 15 May of the same year.

The archaistic Athena Promachos was 
soon adopted widely for coinages by other monarchs, and in almost all such cases 
we may deduce that they were direcdy inspired by Ptolemy himself. This seems to 
suggest that this Egyptian ruler of the early hellenistic period was a special promoter 
of a new artistic style we call archaistic.

In Eastern Seleucid Mints ET. Newell assigned to the mint of Ecbatana a significant 
group of tetradrachms and drachms with the reverse type of an elephant, dating these 
to the period between 205 and 200 BC ( ESM t nos. 626-631). A review of the series 
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indicates instead that these monumental coins were struck concurrendy with An¬ 
tiochus’ standard (Apollo reverse) silver at Nisibis, beginning in 204 BC, at the time 
of the king’s return from his eastern anabasis. The known tetradrachms exist in modest 
numbers, but the remaining drachms constitute the largest issue of any known for 
Antiochus, and were evidendy produced in profuse quantity.

The author in¬ 
vestigates the relative importance for coinage of abstract or theoretical political con¬ 
siderations versus economic and financial concerns in this period of transition from 
the world of fracdously independent Greek states to a world at the mercy of the super¬ 
powers of the hellenistic monarchies.

The coin is attributed to the Gond ruler Sangram 
Shah on the basis of similarity of the lion motif on other coins. The editor, disagree¬ 
ing with this identification, believes the coin resembles the shape, size and 
palaeography of Yadava silver coins.

The 
author understands the solar symbol as tha and restores the legend as Thakapa.

On the basis of the study of the Bahmani coins in the Hyderabad Museum and 
Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay, the author concludes that a currency reform oc¬ 
curred in the 1420s during the reign of Ahmad Shah I of the Bahmani dynasty, 110 
years earlier than Sher Shah’s reforms and over 125 years before the reign of Akbar. 
Fractional silver as well as the light weight copper coins disappeared. While the stan¬ 
dard weight of 170 grains (11.5 g) continued, new copper coins direedy related to 
silver coins as multiples were introduced.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. Hie contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue 
otNL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recently developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significandy applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections.The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study as opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical tides are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical tide abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Littrahn generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must indude the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of foe publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, 
Italian or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation 
into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of die journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is an artide in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also 
be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the artide appears 

7. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor's name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not indude 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is writ¬ 
ten in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Languagt. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must indude die typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library cud catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant tides are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these tides. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie¬ 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15
